An 
unusually large Friday' attendaiu'e was on hand and, 
as the traek was in exeellent condition, gotsl con- 
tests were the order tliroughout the afternoon. 

The l»est rats* carded was the Tavern (Uiib Handi- 
cap of $S(K>, at thre<* -quarters, which brought to- 
gether a «|uartet of w’ell- matched sprinters in the 
fiehl of five and the four w'ere mediums for di- 
versifietl and strong backing. The puna*, w'ent to 
Rosc(»e <fO(»se, whicli succ<*eded, after a hard drive, 
in having a thr<*c -quarter length margin over 
I^eo Skolny at tlie end, with Bars and Stars a 
bead behind the Mackenzie racer. Bars and Stars 
le<l at a fast pa<*«' in the earb’ running and was 
attended closely by J. J. Murdock, but both fell 
back W’hen Roscak* Goose and Leo Skolny challenged 
in the last eighth. 

The followers of favorites agains suffered exten- 
sively. The 8 un»rises cani« with the o|K*ner, wliich 
n*sulted in a victory fi»r Stephen R., which Goose 
rushed into a lung early lead. Elkton, the favorite, 
finished f»»urth. 

Pomp, favorite of the se<*ond race, had to be 
driven to his utmost in the stretch to score over 
Wat, but W’on easily. After the finish J. M. Henry, 
Jr., advanced him from an entered pric*e of $600 to 
$ 1,000 and bought him. 

Owner Bradk*y protcst«*<l tliat he liad made a pro- 
tacting bid of $.5 and the matter was referred to 
the stewards. They ruled that Henry was tlie 
buyer, the horse having been knocked down to 
him. 

Busy Joe was the choice for the thinl race, in 
which Water W;ir, so lightly regardt'd that he w’as 
groui»ed with the otliers in the field, Avon easily 
fr«Fm M. Itert Thurman, witli the favorite third. 

Backers of Grasmere >ven* a chagrineci group 
after the fifth raw, due to his being <*rowded badly 
at the start, which cost liim tlie purse. The winner 
turned ui> in Jessie I»uise. Grasmere was by far 
the liest, for he landed second plaw after being a 
seemingly hop«‘less trailer in the first half. Jessie 
Ixiuise Avas bid up from an entered price of $500 to 
$1.H>5, but was bought in.

New Orleans, .La., June 9. — Initial st<*ps towanis 
tlie building of the neAV rai-e tnick in New' Orleans 
W'ere taken <*arl.v ttslay by II. I). (Curley) Brown 
and his asswiates i:i the Metairie Ridge neighbor- 
liood, w'hen tla* grouinl of the prrqMised trai'k was 
ins|»ected. Tlie capitalists made the trip b.v auto- 
mobile and insi»e<ted the prop<*rty after w'nlkiug a 
half mile along the Seventeenth street canal. The 
promoter W’as at the St. Charles Hotel. 

“You can saj* that there will be another track in 
New' Orlmins,” said Mr. Brown, “and it W'on’t be 
built b.v Cuban capital. We have a good percentage 
of the progressive element of New’ Orleans with us 
and we wrill build the track, just as we built the 
City Park track w’hen everj’body called it an alli- 
gator hole. If tin* law penuits one truck to exist. 
It is big enough U* allow tw'o, and there is no 
bluff alMiut wliat I am suj'ing. I expei-t to have 
this track rc*ady alsuit Novemlier 1. I have no 
Interest in the proposi’d legislation for racing. I 
don’t see any nec<*ssity for a change in the law 
and there is no ne<*d of an.v fighting w’ith the 
backers of the Fair Grounds track unless they force 
it.” 

It is said that Mr. Br»»wn and his crow’d op<*ned 
the eyes of certain New' Orleans bankers when they 
ofiemMl accounts tisla.v. “That is what we will 
leave here to develop our ground and build the 
track,” he is quoted as saying. “If it is not 
enough, w’e have more.” 



NOTABLE IMPROVEMENTS AT LAUREL. 



New York, June 9. — Manager M. J. Winn is mak- 
ing great improvements at the laiurel track for its 
next meeting. “Horsemen will find a different 
track as compared w’ith Avhat it has lN*en,” said 
Mr. Winn. “In the first place the course has lMs*n 
rai.sed two feet and grad<*d from the outside so that 
the water will run off to the inner drains. Hereto- 
fore the water laid on the track and made it diffi- 
cult to dry out. ,\ll this will lie remedied. Frank 
Keegan, the track suiierintendcnt, <*ame on from 
Juarez shortly uft«*r that meeting closed and has 
been working at Litirel ever sine**. Keegan also 
has instnictions to build a stec-plechase course and 
there will be a cross -c ountry race every day if there 
are horses enough to furnish contention. There w’ill 
also be several stakes for the jumpers. Alsuit 400 
new' stalls will l»e provid«*d for the accommodation 
of horsemen and a new’ joc'keys’ r«Miiii w’ill lie fitted 
up adjoining the padths'k. In addition there w’ill lie 
an enlargement of the promenade under the grand- 
stand. It is lieing made dee|M*r fur the installation 
of six new' inutuel ina<diim*s. The plans call for 
the removal of the cashier’s booths to the rear of 
the mutuel plant. Stake conditions W'ill be issued 
in due course, both for the steeplechases and the 
races on the flat.**
